WASHINGTON, September 
11). —The 


confirmatory news received today by 
Secretary Grealiaui of the defeat of the 
Chinese by Innd atid sen, with notice 
that telegraphic communication be- 
tween Fekin and Corea had bceii shut 
ofl" by the Japanese, is taken here as an 
evidence that the Chinese forces are in 
a miserable plight* The small remnant 
of an army in Corea is cut of! from re* 
iuforcemeut 
by 
sea as 
a 
result 


of the defeat of the Chinese Heel, at 
the mouth of the Yalu river. They can- 
not communicate with their own gov- 
ernment by wire, and QB their escape 
from the Oorean peninsula by 
the 


northern overland route is prevented by 
the seizure uf mountain passes by tlie 
Japanese, their surrender appears to be 
inevitable. 


The Japanese are now in force ou the 


border and count of their enemy, and 
ati early transfer of the scene of war 
from Corea to China is looked for by 
army olDcurs, unless movements should 
be prevented by the early advent of 
winter. Military experts believe that 
us soon aa tho rcmainy Chinese troops 
in Corea have Biirrendered the Japanese 
will transport the main body of their 
troops by sea from 1'ing Yang to the 
Maiichurian coiiut, and by making 
rapid advance on Mukden, tlie capital 
of the province, will soon be in position 
to organize a campaign on 1'ekhi itself. 


It is believed hero that the Uhineao
